Carrier Sinks 
Destroyer in 
Mid-Atlantic 


Collision Called 
Worst Tragedy in 
Naval Peacetime 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The mid-Atlantic collision of 
a destroyer-minesweeper and 
an . aircraft carrier that 
weighed 19 times as much as 
the smaller ship left 176 
American seamen missing to- 
day. The navy called off its 
search for survivors but re- 
fused to list the victims as 
dead.

Soviet Russia Denounces V. S. 
Jap Peace Pact;Declare It's 
Preparation for Far East War 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The United States put the Japanese peace 


treaty into effect today, and Soviet Russia immediately denounced it 
and the .accompanying American-Japanese security pact as "treaties 
for the preparation of a new war in the Far East.",,- 


The Russian government assail- 


ed the two pacts in a statement 
made public by Ambassador Alex- 
ander Panyushkin 30 minutes after 
the two treaties went into effect. 


Ends 7-Year Kule 


The peace treaty, returning in- 


dependence to Japan after nearly 
seven years of Allied occupation, 
was brought into force when the 
U. S. deposited its ratification at 
the State department. 


This was an 11-minute ceremony 


which included reading of a state- 
ment from President Truman hail- 
ing the. reborn nation as a valiant 
ally in the struggle against "Com- 
munist impearialism and agression 
in the Pacific." 


Japan's Prime Minister Shigeru 


Yoshida declared the Japanese 
people "can meet the challenge of 
our times." 


Then the Russians fired their 


statement from the Soviet embassy. 


Says It's Illegal 


Panyushkin called the peace pact 


an "illegal separate peach treaty 
with Japan" concluded in viola- 
tion of the Big Four Moscow con- 
ference of 1945.

The scope of the hearing prob- 


lem is therefore enormous, 
par* 


ticularly in these days when ev. 
eryone who can be usefully em- 
ployed should be making a contri- 
bution towards helping this coun- 
try to meet its problems. , 


As has been emphasized in this 


column and in many other place*, 
we should strive to prevent deaf- 
ness whenever possible, but there 
will always be some who develop 
difficulty with their hearing and 
who win need help from hearing 
aids, speech training, job place- 
ment, or in other ways. 


Many agencies, both private and 


public, are helping in this prob- 
lem, and the outlook for someone 
who has difficulty with hearing is 
much better than it 
used to be. 


both from the standpoint of per- 
sonal comfort, and economic well- 
being. 


Employers have become increas- 


ingly aware over the years of the 
fact that they can hire workers 
with some physical defect, includ- 
ing difficulty with hearing, and 
that if they are properly placed, 
these persons make a real contri- 
bution to 
their 
employers. Of 


course, such employers are eco- 
nomically much more independent 
than they would otherwise be. 


It is important, however, that 


those who are somewhat deaf ar* 
really able to carry out the work 
to which they are assigned, and 
this sometimes involves 
special 
training. 


Agencies Find Jobs 


Fortunately, there are agencies 


now at work which help the hard- 
of-hearing to fit themselves 
for 


jobs within their capabilities and 
also to find such jobs when they 
are ready for them. 
- 


This Is a great contribution to 


the well-being of the country as 
well as to the individual involved, 
and it is particularly encouraging 
thai so many employers in recent 
years have 'taken an enlightened 
view towards the useful occupa- 
tion of those who are physically 
handicapped, including those who 
are handicapped by hearing dif- 
ficulty.

hands of Federal Judge l*ivid A. 
Pine in a case brought by iho steel 
Industry to force the government 
to surrender the seized facilities. 


Judge Pine, after taking the case 


under advisement last Friday, kept 
busy over the weekend considering 
the historic legal arguments. His 
ruling could come today, but may 
be delayed until tomorrow or 
Wednesday. 


President Truman, in correspon- 


dence released by the Whit; House 
last night, said his executive pow- 
ers are "limited, of course, by the 
provisions of the constitution, par- 
ticularly those that protect the 
rights of individuals." He said it 
was proper that the courts now arc 
examining the legality of the situ- 
ation, but that: 


"I feel sure that the constitution 


does not require me to endanger 
our national safety by letUng all 
the steel mill* shut down in this 
critical time."

and as many committees as neces- 
sary, all subject to the official 
board. The board would be com- 
posed of the trustees, stewards 
elected by the quarterly confer- 
ence, and officers of the local 
church and church organizations. 


2. The quaiteily c o n f e r e n c e 


would function as the basic body 
of contiol in eveiy local rhurch 
and as the link with connentional 
Methodism. 


The sharpest battle since the 


conference began Wednesday cen- 
teied on the $240,000 survey on 
streamlining organization cf the 
church as a whole. As a tesult, 
each side named three persons to 
a committee to report today on 
areas of agreement. 


The survey calls for a new co- 


ordinating council as the top ad- 
ministrative body. The number of 
church agencies and publications 
would be slashed and total boaid 
and agency membership cut 20 
per cent.

rate interview, suggested that all 
combat veterans who are reserv 
ists "should be carefully screened 
before 
being ordered back 
to 


duty." 


"The air force has not trained 


enough flyers since World. War II 
of the start of the Korean war," 
Hunt added. 


He is chairman of an armed 


services "task force" now studying 
the problems of special pay for 
flying, hazard and combat duty. 


The case of the sit-down fliers 


has attracted wide attention, al- 
Chough actually only H men have 
Seen involved publicly among the 
62,000 air force men on flying 
status. 


Two of the 14 are pilots. Others 


are navigators, bombardiers and 
radar observers. All are veterans 
of the last war, recalled from Die 
reserve force after the outbreak 
of the Korean war. 


They had shown their courage 


during World War II, and many 
have medals of bravery to prove it. 
But they had reached 
a 
point 


where they didn't want to fly 
again. Some gave "fear of flying" 
as their reason. 


They had asked to be grounded, 


but the air force refused. When 
they refused to fly, charges were 


brought against them. 


Charges a g a i n s t two were

One of these received 
a two year prison sentence, the 
other was given a dishonorable dis- 
charge.

Papa's Paycheck Is Causing 
New Legislation in Britain

NEW YORK — (AP) — Many 


American married me are taking 
a treat secret interest in the fate 
of a proposed law being debated 
in Britain's parliament. 


The law would give British wives 


a legal right to a fair share of 
-their husband's income. 


You understand, old beaii. things 


are done differently in America 
and Britain. Here the average wife 
can get everything in her hus- 
band's pocket by force of arms, 
language or tears. 


But over there the Englishman 


holds 
tt> the old-fashioned idea 


that he is still the king of the cot- 
tage. What's his is his. And what 
is his wife's? Well, whatever he 
decides to give her. 


High Pub Price.-. 


Naturally, the Englishman wants 


to do the sporting thing by her— 
fair play and all that, y'know But 
what pub prices being what they 
are, and say a man's had a bad 
fortnight at the dart board— "well, 
old girl, chin up. jou'll just have 
to skimp along with the shillings 
that are left." 


The master of the house gets 


the lord's share of the pay cheque 
and the wife has to eke out her tea 
and crumpets as best she can on 
her marital dole. 


Often British 
nusbands won't 


even tell the old girl how much 
they really earn, figuring it really 
isn't any of her business 


Dr. Edith Summerskill says this 


is "stupid, because there is no 
more certain way of alienating a 
women's affection " She is author 
of the proposed new law. that would 
enable British wives to go into 
court and force their husbands to 
diwy up their take-home pay. 


Male Traitorlsm 


British men might be amazed to 


learn that probably most American 
husbands hartily hope parliament 
passes the law. They would prob- 
ably regard it as masculine trait- 
orism on the part of their Yankee 
cousins. 


But actually it is a step in self- 


protection, a bold new bid for do- 
mestic liberty on the part of the 
American male. Here is a sum- 
mary of the views I heard express- 
ed by a group of husbands here 
who discussed the proposal. 


"The way I see it," said one 


mustached 
mouse, "is this: If 


parliament gives British women 
a break, maybe we can get con- months. 


gress to pass a law forcing our 
wives over here to let us have a 
fair share of our paychecks." 


"What 1 don't see is how En- 


glishmen manage to keep the size 
of.their salaries secret," marvel- 
ed another husband. "My 
wife 


makes me bring home my pay- 
check in my mouth. Sometimes I 
don't even know myself what I'm 
making " 


Goon to Your Head 


"I know what you mean," re- 


marked a third. "I have to de- 
liver my check unopened, too. The 
last time I hit my boss up for a 
raise, he said, ''Why, I've given 
you two in the last six months.' 
First I'd heard about it. When I 
asked my wife, she told me, 'I 
didn't want it to go to your head, 
junior " 


"You guys ought to learn to put 


your foot down," bragged a fourth 
husband. "I tell my wife every 
morning she either has to give me 
a dollar or I won't go to work. She 
forks out, too." 


The others shook their heads at 


this bravery and agreed nothing 
so foolhardy would \vork with their 
wives. 


Finally a white-haired old vet- 


eran of forty years of marital war- 
fare said: 


Thej 're Too Afraid 


"Boys, let's quit kidding our- 


selves No matter what parliament 
does for wives in Britain, congress 
wouldn't dare do a thing for hus- 
bands here. Thev'd bf too afraid 
of their own wives. 


"No. in America men have lost 


their battle for the freedom of the 
paycheck. 


"Today our wives and the gov- 


ernment are fightmg a tug-of-war 
for it. All a husband can do is 
sit on the sidelines and holler, 
On wife! On government!' Who- 
ever wins—well, it won't be us."
